RICHMOND  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAW 

To  ji.r  the  time  for  mahiny  the  Assessment,  for  the 
return  of  the  Assessment  Boll,  and  for  defining  the 
manner  in  which  the  Assessment  shall  he  made 
within  the  limits  of  the  Municipality. 

TI1HE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Municipality  of 

I Richmond  enact  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  assessment  for  the  year  1892  shall  be  made 
between  the  21st  day  of  May  and  the  21st  day  of 
June,  1892. 

2.  The  Assessor  shall  return  the  Assessment  Roll  to 
the  Council  on  the  21st  day  of  June,  1892. 

3.  That  a distinction  be  made  by  the  Assessor  in 
his  Assessment  Roll  between  “real  property”  and 
“ improvements,”  as  defined  in  the  “Municipal  Act, 
1892,”  and  that  he  shall  enter  in  his  Assessment  Roll 
as  “ wild  land  ” all  land  in  the  Municipality  on  which 
there  is  not  existing  improvements,  as  defined  and 
provided  for  in  the  “ Municipal  Act,  1892.” 

4.  That  real  property  be  assessed  at  its  actual  cash 
value  and  improvements  at  fifty  per  cent,  of  its  value. 

5.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“ Richmond  Assessment  By-Law,  1892.”
